Claims 1 -32 stand rejeeteti under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as railing to comply 
with ftc written description requirement. To comply whh me written description requirement, a 
paran, specification must describe me claimed invention in sufficient detai. ma, one sldUed in me 
« can reasonabiy conch.de that the inventor h*l possession of me claimed invention at the t,me 

of filing. SseMEEE§2163. 

The Etraminer asserts mat mere is no clear and exoct written description tor the terma 
■^yricai resource objee," and "virraal rcaource object- ■ in Applicant's Specification. Applicant 
respectfully disagrees with the Examiner. Tb. terms "physical resource object" and "virtual 
source object" arc disclosed in paragraphs [0012], [0046] and Fig. 6 of the Specification. 
Futther. in P«agraph [0013] of the Specification, examples of physical resources and virtual 
resources arc listed, and these physfoal and virtual resources are grouped imo die two categones 
of parent objects (resource producers) and chi.d objects Crcsourcc consumers) by a resource 
^cr to maintain a giobal resource namespace. Paragraph 1001 5] of me Specific^ 
discloses that dre rcaource manager manipulates objects, by attaching child object tt. paran, 
objects, to create a record of resources. One of ordlmny skill inthe art would understood 
physical and virtual resource objects can be classified as parent or chad objects by derarmming 
wtemer.rasourceisaproducerorconsume, taawUHk**-*"*'- Hence, the 
resource manager manipulates these physical resource object and virtue! resource objee* in the 
form of pamn. and child objects to craara me reenrd of resources. One of ordinary ski.l in the art 
would undersrand the meaning of "physical resource object" and "virtual resource object" as 
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dittoed in the Specification. Tnus, one of binary skill fa the -t would under*** M the 
inventor possessed the claimed invents a. the time of filing. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully roquet reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. § H2, firs, pameraph 

rejection of claims 1-32. 

The Examiner farther asserts that there is no clear written description of "creating a tree 
relationship for the parent and child objects to the physical and virtual resource objects." In 
particular, the Examiner asks, «[w]hat is the relationship between the 'parent and child object' to 
the 'physical and virtual resource?" As discussed previously and disclosed in paragraph [0013] 
of the Specification, the relationship between parent and child objects to physical and virtual 
resources is determined by whether the physical and virtual resources are resource producers or 
consumer, For example, one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that a physical 
resource object or virtual resource object that is a rw^o^, would be a r^rent^bject, 
and a physical resource object or virtual resource object that is a resource consumer would be a 
child object. £ee Sjjedficto P^agraph [0013]. Thus, as disclosed in Fig. 2 and Fig. 3, the 
resource manager manipulates these physical and virtual resource objects to create a tree 
relationship for the parent and child objects to the physical and virtual resource objects. See 
S^ecificjiioiL paragraphs [0024]-[0028] and [0030]-[0034]; s^aMSEecificarion, paragraph 
[0015]. in paragraphs [0029] and [0035] of the Specification, the resource manager can then 
determine the net available bandwidth of the system by walking the various branches of the tree 
structure. Therefore, the Specification and Figures describe the claim limitation of "creating a 
tree relationship for the parent and child objects to the physical and virtual resource objects " 

Applicant respectfully submits that the claim language is fully supported by the 
Specification. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and withdrawal of 
the 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph rejection of claims 1-32.
